“| read in the papers that 
Frank Arok had called me up 
for Socceroo training but 
no-one’s been in touch with 
me. I'm still waiting to be in- 
vited,” said the Heidelberg 
Alexander striker. 


“Theo Selemidis came up to 
me at Heidelberg training last 
week and congratulated me. I 
didn’t have a bloody clue about 
what he was talking about.” 

For the record, national 
coach Arok told “‘Soccer Ac- 
tion’’ editor Laurie Schwab on 
Monday and again on Tuesday 
last week that he was inviting 
Patterson to training. The 
National Conference players 
in Arok’s squad trained at 
Olympic Park in Melbourne 
last Wednesday and Thursday 
but at the last minute Arok 
changed his mind about Pat- 
terson for he felt that he had 
too many forwards in the 
squad and wanted to bolster 
the midfield department. But 
Arok’s sudden change of mind 
came after he released the 
news of Patterson’s call-up to 
the press. 

Nevertheless, Arok’s inter- 
est in Patterson reflects the 
amazing turnaround in the 22- 
year-old’s soccer fortunes. 
Patterson was ready to give 
the game away last year 
during the 10 weeks he spent in 
limbo at Heidelberg. He 
couldn't get a game with the 
first team, and the seconds, 
playing in the Metro Second 
Division, already had their 
quota of four National League 
players in their line-up. 

Ken Morton was coaching 
Heidelberg then. Patterson 
was in his first year with the 
club, having joined from Vic- 
torian State League outfit Box 
Hill. Patterson played five 
NSL games for Heidelberg 
before being dropped by Mor- 
ton. That’s when his frustra- 
ting period in the soccer wil- 
derness began. It looked to 
have ended when he was 
picked to play in the Second 







Division side but he didn’t turn 
up for the match. The next day 
Morton told Patterson that he 
had been fined $200 and was on 
the transfer list. 

The Heidelberg board 
denied that Patterson was 
transfer listed. The board 
never told him that he was on 
the list so it figured that it 
didn’t need to tell him that he 
was off the list. The matter 
only was resolved when 
Morton. was sacked and Jim 
Tansey took over as player- 
coach. Tansey put Patterson 
back in the first team and the 
fiery redhead, who admits to 
having “a bastard of a tem- 
per’’ never has looked back. 

“It’s the Irish in my blood 
that accounts for my temper. 
My father (Wally) comes from 
Belfast.”’ 


Stormed out 


Sunshine City knows about 
Patterson’s temperament. He 
joined it in 1980, played three 
reserve games ,was told by 
coach Ian Petherick that he 
was in the seniors, a decision 
reserve games, was told by 
then turned up for the reserve 
game only to find that he was 
on the bench! 

“I stormed out. Sunshine 
rang me and told me that they 
were only testing my attitude. 
I told them that they’d found 
out what my attitude was like, 
so now they could stick their 
club.” 

The next episode in Patter- 
son's soccer career was even 
more controversial. 

He played under an assumed 
name for Riversdale in the In- 
dustrial League for the re- 
mainder of the 1980 season. 
Riversdale, with star striker 
Scott ‘‘Dickson”’ in its ranks, 
won the league championship. 
But in ‘‘Dickson’s’’ last 
match, his real identity was 
discovered. Riversdale lost 
the points it had won with 
“Dickson’’ playing and ended 
up in last position in the league 
and was relegated! 

Patterson was suspended by 
the VSF for 12 weeks. 

“I won the best and fairest 
award at Riversdale that year. 
They probably only had about 
$60 in the bank and spent it all 
on this huge trophy they gave 
me. I felt so guilty I gave it 
back. But they’re a great 
bunch of blokes down there 
and I still go and watch them 
play whenever I get the chan- 
ce,” 

Patterson started playing 
with Box Hill as a seven year 
old. He was 15 when he first 
played in Box Hill’s reserves 
and made his first team debut 
when he was 16. 

“I went to Sunshine because 
Box Hill refused to give me a 

$500 maximum in my con- 
tract." 


Goals galore 


His return to Box Hill in 
1981, after serving that 12 
week suspension, was spec- 
tacular. He scored eight goals 
in eight games with the re- 
serves and seven goals in 10 


games with the first team. In , 


1982 Box Hill finished second 
in Metro First Division to 
Fawkner and won promotion 
to State League. 


“I wanted more money and 
Box Hill couldn't afford it. 
Peter Ollerton had rung me up 
so I trained with Preston. 
Their president (John Branov) 
told me that I'd make a good 
apprentice there. That stag- 
gered me. I wanted fo play in 
the firsts and try and prove 
myself in the National League. 
Anyway, I asked for $5000 to 
sign-on for two years. I wanted 
to test them. I wanted to see if 
the really wanted me or not. 
They turned me down so I

son but when I spoke to him last week he was too bothered 
and bewildered by press reports of his call-up to national

“Twas starting to shit 
myself at-the time, wondering 
whether or not I'd get a club, 
but Morton got in touch and 
signed me. The transfer fee 
was $5,000. 

“It was okay at the start but 
once I got dropped and wasn’t 
even playing in the reserves, I 
was ready to chuck it com- 
pletely. Morton threw me into 
the match against Footscray 
after I'd lost a lot of fitness 
through not playing for 10 
weeks. I thought to myself 
that’s real bloody nice of him. 
I was stuffed at half time in 
that game and got the biz hook 
15 minutes into the second 
half. 

“‘Morton got sacked after 
the following match against 
St. George and Tanz took over. 
That was a great thing for me. 
In fact, if it wasn’t for Tanz I 
wouldn’t be at Heidelberg 
right now. 

“‘He’s a great coach. His 
training is nothing flash but 
it’s straight down the line. 
That's what Tanz is like. He’s 
one of the first coaches I’ve 
had who played it really 
straight. There was none of 
this yapping behind your back 
stuff. Respect is probably one 
of the most important things 
any coach can have and Tanz 
certainly had the respect of 
the Heidelberg players.” 

However, Heidelberg didn’t 
re-appoint Tansey for the 1984 
season. Instead, Englishman 
Brian Garvey was hired.

Lambropoulos 
learned from

John Kosmina 
gave 18 year-old 
Sydney Olympic de- 
fender Alex Lam- 
bropoulos a lesson 
the teenager never 
will forget when 
Sydney City 
Hakoah beat Olym- 
pic 2-1 in March 
this year. 


“Kosmina’s a very physic- 
al player, on and off the ball. 
I was surprised at first, but 
now I accept that that sort of 
thing is all part of the ga- 
me,” saud Lambropoulos. 

“Kosmina certainly is the 
toughest opponent I’ve come 
up against so far.” 

Playing against players of 
Kosmina’s stature is an im- 
portant part of Lambropou- 
Ios’s soccer education. The 
Olympic youngster made 
his NSL debut against St 
George Budapest in this 
year’s opening round. He 
partnered another young 
player, Tony Dakos, in the 
centre of Olympic’s defence 
and despite having to con- 
tend with the class and vast 
experience of Saints’ ace 
striker Dez Marton, these 
young players were in- 
strumental in Olympic gain- 
ing a point from its 0-0. draw 
at St George Stadium. 

It’s been a big year so far 
for Lambropoulos. Apart 
from breaking into the NSL, 
he was selected last week in 
the NSW under-18 team 
which will contest the 
national youth 
championships in Canberra 
this month. 

Lambropoulos was born in 
Sydney. His parents came to 
Australia from Greece in 
1953. His mother comes from 
Sparta and his father from 
Kalamata. 

Lambropoulos started his 
career in the under-six side 
at Tanania RSL. During his 
seven years there he was 
coached by Frank Price, an 
important influence on his 
career, 

“I started off as a striker 
but it was Frank who told me

Oceania must steer clear 
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of Asians 


Charlie Dempsey, presi- 
dent of the Oceania Football 
Confederation, returned from 
the Olympic Games Quali- 
fying Series in Singapore 
convinced that Oceania 
teams must never again have 
to face the problems of 
playing Asian sides in either 
Olympics or the World Cup. 


New Zealand lost every match in Sing- 
apore. 

An obviously frustrated Dempsey, 
interviewed at Auckland Airport, said: "‘I 
arrived in Singapore to find that Kuwait 
was pushing for New Zealand's expulsion 
from the Olympics then and there, and I 
agree with Kuwait! We should not be 
there. They feel we are not part of their 
world, and we aren't.’ 

“I can assure you of one thing — we 
won't ever play again in Asian com- 
petitions for either World Cup or Olympics 
qualification; it’s unfair to both us and the 
Asians. I can not see an Oceania country 
going in with nine Asian countries and the 
referees allowing the Oceania country to 
go through — it’s against human nature.’

was again apparent in Singapore, where 
the New Zealanders’ physical advantages 
were nullified by officials who would not 
tolerate any bodily contact whatsoever. 


Several referees officiating at the pre-

for ‘“‘substandard” performance. 

A report on the individual performance 
of the referees was handed to FIFA. 

Kuwait, Asian Games champion in New 
Delhi in December 1983, charged that 
match officials had taken bribes that led 
to Kuwait's 1-4 defeat by Saudi Arabia on 
April 22.

Peter Vellapan said Kuwait tried to bribe 
Indonesian referee Sudarso Hardjowasito 
to influence the outcome of the Sudi Ara- 
bia-South Korean match on April 24. 

Vellapan said Kuwait offered the refer- 
ee $15,000 (about 16,350 Aust) but Hard- 
jowasito refused to take it. The referee re- 
ported the matter to tournament organ- 
isers before the match, which Saudi 
Arabia won 5-4. 

The alleged extortionist wanted the 

- Koreans to win by a three-goal margin, 


which wanld have mut Kiwoit in a otrnang 
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position to win a berth for the Los Angeles 
Olympics. 

The cash was to be handed over to the 
referee 30 minutes before kick-off. 

“The instruction was that the referee 
had to contact one of the Kuwaiti officials 
for details of how to officiate the match,” 
Vellapan said. 

Saudi Arabia, Qatar and Iraq won the 
Asian berths for the Olympics. Kuwait 
was eliminated.

* A human being should be an 
adventurer, constantly thirs- 
ting for a challenge, according 
to Hemingway. 

Bernie Upjohn could have 
been created by the sweep of 
Hemingway’s pen. 

While thousands of Melbur- 
nians opt for a pleasant Sunday 
afternoon either strolling by 
the Yarra, watching their fa- 
yorite sport or simply in- 
dulging in the joys of a back- 
yard barbecue with its tradi- 
tional burnt offerings, Bernie 
Upjohn pulls on a black shirt, 
black shorts and socks, polish- 
es his boots in case an in- 
spector is watching, checks to 
see that his whistle is oper- 
ating, then marches out, stiff 
with an authorative air, into 
the middle of a soccer arena, 
while 22 combatants prepare 
for war. 

Here is an adventurer to 
make Hemingway proud. 

Bernie Upjohn is like a 
matador. Thousands of soccer 
fans play the part of the bull. 

Connor Reserve was the ca- 
uldron into which Bernie 
Upjohn stepped fearlessly last 
Sunday. 

For 45 minutes he gave a 
commanding performance. 
But 14 minutes into the second 
half Bernie Upjohn almost

came face to face with a 
deeply wounded, desperate 
and charging bull 

Preston Makedonia fans 
were enraged by an Upjohn 
decision. Others, like myself, 
simply turned toward the 
heavens in silent prayer. 

Graham Heys took a corner 
as Makedonia pressed to erase 
a Green Gully Ajax lead 
gained three minutes before 
half time by Les Carter’s low 
25 metre shot. 

Ian Dobson rose majesti- 
cally at the far post and 
headed firmly toward goal. 

Young Ajax defender Paul 
Beranic, standing on the goal 
line, hooked the ball back into 
play. Makedonia players ap- 
pealed for a goal. 

Throughout this frenzied ac- 
tivity, Upjohn was perfectly 
positioned at the near post. His 
first reaction was to throw his 
right arm forward, pointing 
toward the centre circle. 

In all soccer-loving parts of 
this planet, the significance of 
that gesture is well known. 
Makedonia players hugged 
Dobson in delight. 

As they did so, Upjohn’s 
right arm returned to his side. 
He glanced at his linesman, 
then pointed to the corner flag. 

That was when the bull dug 
its heels into the ground, scuf- 
fed up dirt, snorted, then pre- 
pared to charge. 
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I searched in vain for my 
copy of the “Referees Chart 
and Players’ Guide to the 
Laws of Association Foot- 


bail.’ A curiously named 
document, incidentally. Pre- 
sumably spectators, journa- 
lists and administrators don’t 
need to scan such material. 
Others in the crowd search- 
ed for a much heavier object. 
I admit, that unlike every 
good referees’ inspector, I’m 
unable to recite every Law of 
Association Football 10 times 
quickly, then once backwards. 


It’s probably a funny thing, I 


know, but as a youngster I 
always thought that if the 
whole of the ball crossed the 
goal line then a goal was awar- 
ded. If it didn’t and the ball 
went back into play, then play 
was waved on. But a corner 
given instead? Like I said, I’ve 
obviously labored under a 
delusion for years. 


I feel some small sense of 
security at least, in knowing 
that millions of others are sim- 
ilarly deluded. 


Makedonia pounded Ajax in 
the second half. In fact, while 
Ajax's fine possession game 
reaped rewards in the first 
half, Makedonia still created 
good chances. 


So, while Ajax fans might 
feel disappointed at conceding 
a point through Paul Wade’s 
87th minute misdemeanor, 
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Makedonia thoroughly deser- 
‘ved that ounce of luck. 


It came when Zarko Odza- 
kov chipped the ball to 
Graham Heys, whose glancing 
header found Wade, in trying 
to slide down and clear, tragi- 
cally lobbing the ball over 
goalkeeper Lou Denys and into 
the top near corner of the Ajax 
goal, 


Had Odzakov scored from 
six metres in the 20th minute, 
he would have capped off the 
finest interpassing movement 
I've seen all year. 


Heys, who had his best game 
yet for Makedonia, won the 
ball in the left back spot. He 
played it forward to George 
Campbell whose great first- 
time touch inside found Robbie 
Dunn. The former West Adel- 
aide Hellas stopper squared to 
Odzakov who in turn kept the 
movement going toward the 
right side by passing to Liube 
Petrovski, Campbell had got 
free on the left and Petrovski 
picked him out with a glorious 
40 metre crossfield pass. 
Campbell crossed to the far 
post, Gary Cole headed down, 
and Odzakov spoiled what 
certainly would have been the 
move of the season, when he 
shot over. 

The gloom which sur- 
rounded Ajax’s early season 
efforts now is simply a bad 
memory. Ajax will win quite a 
few games this year. In fact, 
don’t be su to see it 
fighting to sneak into the top 
five toward the end of the sea- 
son. 

Makedonia’s second half 
convinced me that it still can 
give the title a shake. 

Peter Desira has 100 good 
reasons to hope that my pre- 
diction about Makedonia is 
way off beam.

APIA very smartly took ad- 
vantage, pressing home its 
attacks on the wings. 


Bradley had Lynch chasing 
shadows just prior to the first 
goal, preceded by his neat 
cross, which Morsello elegant- 
ly hooked past Tony Pezzano. 


Just 16 minutes later it was 
Morsello’s big moment again, 
as he swept some 35 metres up 
the wing, undisturbed by Ha- 
koah’s usually resolute 
defence, neatly sending a 
rising shot past the advancing 
Pezzano's left shoulder for his 
second goal. 


APIA had confident control 
of the match for all of the first 
half, putting pressure on the 
Hakoah defence whenever its 
strikers and midfield looked 
like getting back into the 
match. 


In fact this iron grip only re- 
jaxed in the second half, when 
APIA switched partly away 
from its constructive and at- 
tractive style, beginning to 
boot the ball blindly upfield.

In the 36th minute John Kos- 
mina blasted a 19 metre drive 
through the defence and into 
the net past Robbie Parks, 
only to see it disallowed when 
Kay and Gomez were caught 
offside. 

That was a good decision by 
referee Rennie, but his other- 
wise excellent performance 
with the whistle was marred 
by an inexplicable ruling just 
three minutes short of half- 
time. 

Willie Murray battled his 
way into the penalty area 
before being unceremoniously 
upended by several defenders 
and to no-one’s surprise the 
whistle sounded. 

What was a surprise was to 
see Doug Rennie award a free 
kick to Hakoah —_outside the 
penalty area! 


Hakoah did start to create 
chances as APIA more and 
more looked eager to close the 
game up, but, alas, that make- 
shift defence always looked 
ready to crumble whenever 
Bradley, Butler and Tredin- 
nick got moving. 

Still, worse was to come for 
Hakoah as Socceroo captain 
Kosmina finally had to callita 
day with half an hour on the 
clock. Nursing a leg injury 
from before the start of the 
game, he failed to last the dis- 
tance. 


Grant Lee also had to be re- 
placed when a bad cramp 
overtook him, but he did 
nearly score before leaving the 
field of battle. 


He stormed down the left

“My agent whom I met in Arizona last week told me that all British 
aaa will come here with suitable replacements. Most will be soccer 
players.” 

‘Iraklis are so keen te come they have renounced their Greek citizen- 
ship and have relocated to Turkey.” 

JUNE. 30: “‘We have learned a few valuable lessons from the recent 
tours.

First of all, let us look at the junior com- 
petitive age groups. In my opinion these are 
the under 13 to under 16 groups. 

The vsf and JLMC in Victoria have made 
valiant efforts over the years to grade junior 
teams with a view to providing balanced com- 
petitions. Unfortunately, promotion and re- 
legation does not work quite as successfully 
with juniors as it does with senior teams. 

A lot can (and usually does) happen in a 
year at these age groups. First of all, there is 
a significant drop-out rate due to pressure of 
school work, other sporting interests and tem- 
porary (or permanent) withdrawal from 
active participation in any sport. 

Physical advantages or disadvantages such 
as height, speed and strength, may swing the 
other way. So junior teams can undergo con- 
siderable changes in the quality of their play 
in a relatively short time. A normal promotion 
and relegation system can not cater for the 
contingencies effecting future performance. 

I believe teams should be graded twice a 
year within their age groups, on the following 
basis: After the first half of the competition, 
the top four of each division should move up a 
grade, and the bottom four drop down one. 

At the end of the season, the same proce- 
dure should apply. Balancing the leagues 
twice a year would result in tighter com- 
petitions, so essential for development. 

To provide added interest, a play-off be- 


Youth Leagues have not been particularly 
successful in the past, due to the fact that the 
reserve teams would in most cases take the 
better players and youth teams are basically 
for players who cannot make the grade in the 
reserves. 

I believe that we should consider disbanding 
reserve teams in the State League and Met- 
ropolitan Ist division initially, and replacing 
them a youth competition, to fall in line with 
current NSL practice. 

To cater for players, who need more time to 
mature, the age limit should be extended to 21, 
and the inclusion of four over-age players 
should be allowed, in order to. give the senior 
squad players who have not been selected an 
opportunity to play. 

This step would cut costs for most clubs and 
also release players, who do not make the 
senior team at that particular level, toa lower 
division. 

Well-known German coach, Dettmar Cram- 
er, on a visit to Australia as FIFA coach, was 
asked after a coaching seminar, who, in his 
opinion was the best coach. Without hesita- 
ting, Cramer retored: “The game: You learn 
more in one game than at 10 coaching ses- 
sions.” 

If we are genuine in our intentions to pro- 
mote local talent, we must provide the best 
facilities, including top class coaching and 
competitions at the highest possible level. 
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In 1981 the tiny ACT 
Soccer Federation showed 
great foresight — and 
courage — to launch 
Australia’s first State Fed- 
eration Soccer Academy. 


That plan is now really be- 
ginning to pay off handsomely. 

ACTSF President Roger 
Grylls said perhaps the best in- 
dication of its success was 
what it was now doing for the 
State League.

many ex-Academy boys are 
now playing im the ACT Foot- 
ball League,’ Mr Grylls 
added.
